HAMUN TEACHERS BEING PAID MAXIMUM 
SALARIES UNDER STATE AID REGULATION 


Hamlin 
Schools are 
paying the 
maximum teacher salaries permitted 
by the State Board of Education, 
it was revealed this week when The 
Herald made inquiry into the salary 
schedule of local 
school 
teachers. 
And the salaries are on a p *r with 
other schools of the state that oper­ 
ate under the state law. 
Hamlin school board is willing to 
ralise Hoeal teachert’ 
salaries, but 
state aid would be 1 s t if the state 
plan is not followed— which aid is 
necessary to supplement the llocal 
pay in order to keep the local sys­ 
tem operating, according to Hamlin 
school officials. 
But a raise of $300-per-year is in 
sight for Texas teachers, effective 
with the nerw scho:l terms, if present 
program being sponsored by the State 
Teachers Association goes through. 
Change in the state aid law by the 
State Board of Education will have 
to be made to permit the increase in 
base pay for teachers. 
Present law sets a ceiling for sal­ 
aries to be 
paid 
teachers 
if 
the 
school paying the teachers qualifies 
for state aid. 
That base pay is $135» 
and this is the basic amount paid to 
Hamlin school teachers, as well as 
teachers in other schools operated 
under the state aid plan. 


5 
FYrst-year teacher receives the 
$135 
base pay, then is pa d $3 ad­ 
ditional per month for each year of 
college training after the first year. 
Accordingly, a teacher with a de­ 
gree from college, or four years' 
College, 
receives $144 
par month. 
Then, 
in addition, the teacher re­ 
ceives $2.50 per month aciditional 
for each year of teaching experience. 
For example, a teacher with a degree 
and with six years’ teaching experi­ 
ence receives a maximum of $159 per 
month under the present plan in the 
Hamlin Schools, according to school 
officiails. 
The $300-per-year increase, if al- 
bwed, would make the basic pay in 
Hamlin Schols $160 per month and 
the maximum pay $184 per month, 
wh ch is based on a 12-month period. 
Incidentally, the 12-month paying 
period has been adopted by practi­ 
cally all schools of the state, accord­ 
ing to school officials, which is much 
more satisfactory than the old plan 
of a nine-month pay plan. 
This per- 
m ts the teachers to have an income 
during the summer period, when it 
costs as much to live as any other 
period during the year— and in many 
cases 
more, 
because many of the 
teachers attend scboof, during the 
summer vacation time.

Unprecedented demand for farm 
m^hine-ry is 
reported by

try ’s to tal, do 23 p er cen t o f the n atio n ’s b u sin ess. 
Mr. Thiele p o in ts o u t that 6 0 p er cen t o f the p o p u latio n o f this co u n try 
liv es in cities u n der 25 ,000 an d o n farms.

Sugar May Be Saved 
By Wise Home Canner 


Rule of four to one— at least four 
quarts of canned fruit for each pound 
of sugar 
used— will 
be 
followed 
again this year by thrifty home can- 
ners interested 
in 
putting up the 
most fruit on limited sugar supplies, 


says Hannah Nabors, county home 
demonstration agent. 
Figuring by 
the jar, the rule provides an average 
of one-half cup of sugar to each 
quart jar and makes a moderately 
thin syrup. 


By using some light-colored corn 
syrup or mild-flavored honey, sugar 
may be stretched even further. 
Pro­ 
portions suggested are: Two cups of 
fruit juice or water to one cup sugar, 
or to two-thirds cup sugar and one- 
third cup corn syrup, or one-half cup 
sugar and one-half cup honey. 
Boil 


the ingredients together five minutes 
and skim off any scum. 
Then the 
syrup is ready to combine with the 
fruit

the halfway mark in the 
y ear’s business recently gone by , Ty - 
rus Timm, economist in farm man­ 
agement for the A. & M. College Ex ­ 
tension Serv ice, reminds Hamlin area 
farmers tlhat the income tax will 
again be due on January 15, 19 47 , and 
that complete farm records should 
be kept. 
Like the last pay period, a 
farm er may elect *o make a final re­ 
turn on March 15, 19 *7 , but this date 
I is for final correction. 
The main 
bill still is due on January 15. 
More than 9 5 per cent of Tex as 
farm familie*sfile os a cash basis, say s 
Mr. Timm. 
In thsi connection, v a- 
roius sections of the Tex as Farm Rec­ 
ord Book prepared by Tex as A. & M. 
College will giv e the facts necessary 
for income tax returns. 
Total amount of money receiv ed for 
crops and liv estock raised on the farm 
should be recorded on pages 10-23 of 
the Tex as Farm Record Book. 
Cash 
receiv ed from such serv ices as work 
on other farms, hire of tractor, AAA 
pay ments and the like should be item­ 
ized on the same pages in the miscel­ 
laneous sales column. 
List sales of liv estock and other 
items prev iously bought on pages 10- 
23 and purchase price on pages 24- 
25 under ex penses. 
All cash farm 
operating ex penses (not household) 
and the purchase price of animals 
that died during the y ear also should 
be put on these pages. 
Dapi^cijRtion on 
farm buildings 
and eq uipment goes on pages 1-7 . 
If y ou don’t hav e one, full partic­ 
ulars about the Tex as Farm Record 
Book may be obtained from H. C. 
Stanley Jr., Jones County agent.
